‘ FAREWELL BALE TO ADMIRAL” 
DOWELL AT THE CLEY HALL. 


. — 
Though organised upon very brief notice, this 
Ball ‘proved one of the most enccossfal ever given 
in this colony. Sosreely moro than 6 week 
elapsed from the timo. that the gallant Admiral 
expressed his preference for a ball aver a 
banquot, béfore tha sverit took place, bat never: 
theless nothing was found wanting, und tho 
arrangements lastnight were as complete and the 
decorations as good as if the Ball bad been 
premeditated months bofors. {Phe reasons which 
‘influenced, tho loading residents in Hongkong 
in taking special ateps todo honour to Admiral 
Sir ‘W. MI. Dowell previous to his departure for 
England ,pood not be gone into. here at any 
length, as they will be found fally set ont 
below in the address prosented to the gallant 
officer: at the snpper and in the speechas 
which accompanied it. His former associa: 
tion with the ‘colony, servicod rondored in 
past—times, and the effactive manner in which 
he maintained, the honour of England in these 
seas during the late Franco-Chinese war 
and the Anglo-Russian crisis have been deemed 
fally suflcient reasons for this mark of esteem, 
Admiral Dowoll’s connection with the Royal Navy 
commenced in 1839, and probably hisrecollections 
of Hongkong are not the least pleasant among his 
many and varied experiences, His sterling and 
genial qualities hava-rendered him popular both 
afloat and ashore here, and the Squadron and the 
community’ here aliko regrot thet his etay in 
these waters has been so short. 
The general Committes for the Ball was 
a largo one, snd was sppointed oight days 
since at the preliminary meoting called by 
the Chamber of Commerce, which boily has 
beon zainly instrameital in bringing shout 
lost night's gathoring.

to thera, a6 the City Hall was made to look most 


charming in every section, and all the ar. 
rangements were so well devised that tho affair 
passed off with the greatest éclaé oud without a 


‘appenranca of the inner side of = marine shell. 
All the dovicoa wero well’ surrounded by sprays 
of'groen folisge ond plants, oder 8 

it. Goorge’s Hall was uot profusely decorated; 
but it was tronted with great taste and ‘offect: 
‘Festoona of greon wreaths! dopended ‘from tho 
head of ench pilastor, and at the'top of the ,poiles- 
tal of each was placod a small bank ‘of moss and 
ferns, from whidh sprung graceful fronds of 
maiden hair foro. At tho north end thera was 
slergo mirror, which’ was surrounded by pot 
plants. ond foliage, and in eadh  dooriway. was. 
suspanded a basket of flowers, Scattered amongat 
all the greenory. trere silvcred palm leaves, 
which sparkled in the gaslight, and hod a very 
charming’ offect.. The most noticeable feature, 
of the adornment of this hall, however, wot on 
array of shiolds ovor cach door. On oach shiold 
was emblazoned the name of a vessel in whioli 
Admiral Dowoll had ‘served daring his: long 
naval career. By 4 somewhat remarkable and 
convenient coincidences, Admiral Dowell has 
served’ on justas many vossolsof the British 
Navy as there are doors in this hall—16 ini all— 
so that thera was a fresh nate for avery shield. 
Commencing with the earliest thoy Wore as‘ £ol- 
lows:—" Druid, 1809 to 1842 ;” “ Blenheim, 1842 
to 1843;” “ Racer, 1843 to 1845 ;" “ Eagle, 1845, 
to 1848,”  Hzcellent, 1818 ;” “Albion, 1850 to 
1865;" " Rodney; 1887 to 1858;” “ Barossa, 1862 to 
1864,” “ Buryalué, 1864 to1866 ;” Leaner, 1865 to 
.1866 ;” “Rattlesnake, 1867 to 1871;” “ Hereules, 
1872 to 1875 ;” “ Black Prince, 1877 to 1878 ;"| 
“ Revenge, 1978 to 1880; "Minotaur, 1682 to: 
1988,” “ duducious, 1884 to 1885" 

The ante-room was adorned in-a somewhat 
similar mannor, save that there’ wore none of 
thexo shiolds, but on the walls there wore instead 
the large gilded shields arid tridents ss desoribod 
above, which were surrounded by sprays of bam- 
boo leaves. There was the usual array of seats: 
of all kinds, and the pink globos of the gas 
burnora had a protty offect. : 

8b. Andrew's Hall was decorated ina soma- 
what different manner to St. George’s Hall, and 
was in its way sluo very effectively treated. Tho 
main decorations were at tho east ond “of tho 
room. Over the central window flags and 
folinge were grouped artistically, in the contre 
boing tho flag of the colony and that of Admiral 
Dowell crossed and linked together with a true 
lover's knot, on which was insorihed the words 
“Should anldacquaintancabeforgot.” Beside and 
below this were dovices ropresonting the sailors’ 
badge—tha Crown, the Anchor; and the Wreath— 
the orown in goldand jowels, the anchorin silver, 
with axopa winding round, and the wraith in 
green leaves. Above tho: flaga was a star oom- 
posed of ontlasses and ramrods, At the opposite 
end, the firaplacs was concealed by pot plants, 
shrubs, green ‘moss, and other foliage, mixed, 
with which silvered palm loaves: glitterod in the

also. Avery noticsabla feature in this room 
was an array of round shields, ooverod with red, 
cloth—one on each pilastor. Tho shields had a 
border of green moss, and Admiral Dowell’s 
monogram was vary chastely execntéd in the 
contre, Boneath this, at the top of the pedestal, 
was placed a bed of moss and flowars, and at the 
base there were pot plants. A green wreath 
hang: fn festoons all round the hall, looped up-at 
the top of each pilastor, and from each festoon 
depended a circle of green moss, in the contre of 
‘which was some devico—a erown or an anchor. 
Tho gas standards were. troatod lightly with 
moss. : ‘ : ; 


_Theentire Thoatre—stage, stalls, it, and dress, 


circle—-was converted into a Supper room, ‘tables 
being laid to accommodate 498 gaosts, The 


catering was ‘done by the Hongkong Hotel Com-‘ 


pany, andthe tables were most tastefully sot 
out, while the vinnds and winos wore all of 
the best quality. 
of tho ovoning, H. E. the Governor, and 
party, ovcupied the front of the stage. There 
were two tables behind this, and all’ available 
pace in the pit and dress circle was utilised for 
tho same purpose. Pot plants were plaoud on 
the front of tha stage and below it, and also all 
round the front of the dress circle, ‘l'ho pillars 
wore wreathed with graen loaves, and the aiches 
below wero similarly ornamented. 

The verundah was dealt with in mnch the game 
way as on formar occasions, being’ closed in-with 
matting, carpeted, and provided with sents, 

. The Decoration Committee’ were greatly in- 
debted to Mr. Westland, the Acting Superinten- 
dont of tho Botanical Departmont, for the ready 
and most valuable assistance he gave in the

Woe suoseeded in 
enforcing British rights and’ British non- 
trolity, ond at: the samo timo in preserving 
friendly relations with'the belligerent’ Powera. 
Tam’ glad to take this opportunity of atating 
publicly here, what I have already stated

owe’ to the loyal support and co-operation 
of Admiral Dowell,—(Loud cheer's)—with whom,

munication, So much for my gallant friend in 
his public character in this part of the world, for 
T need seareoly remind you, when you. look at 
that breast covered with medals and honourable 
dooorations, that ho has served his Queon and 
country in almost every part of the world as 
‘well as in China, .
